We u su ally thin k of re ­ 
heatin g a dish as more or less a 
trou blesome n ecessity cau sed by a 
later-comer to din n er, rather than 
as ,i plan n ed part of cookin g rou ­ 
tin e. Food that mu st be retu rn ed 
to the the cookin g u n it for re­ 
heatin g is associated u n roman tic- 
ally with “warm-u ps” an d “left­ 
ov ers.” 
Dishes su ch as sou ps an d stews 
—an d the best ex ample of this is 
the well-kn own Irish Stew—a.'e 
really improv ed in fav or by re­ 
heatin g , after bein g stored for a 
time at temperatu res con stan t an d 
cold en ou g h to in su re their bein g 
kept fresh an d sweet. There are 
man y other dishes which are as 
tasty an d en joy able after carefu l 
reheatin g as when they were first 
serv ed. The homemaker who has 
discov ered this sav es herself hcers 
of preparation time by 
makin g 
dou ble i-n d ev en tripple qu an ti­ 
ties of 
sou ps, 
stews, 
casserole 
dishes, an d cooked v eg etables, an d 
storin g the ex tra qu an tities in her 
refrig erator to be 
reheated 
for 
secon d an d third u se. 
A dish should be reheated 
y 
the same method by which it was 
orig in ally cooked. For ex ample, a 
pot roast or stew shou ld 
be re­ 
tu rn ed to the pot for reheating. 
An ov en roast may be pu t back

grav y . Creamed

An au tomatic refrig ­ 
erator which holds temperatu res 
well below 50 deg rees is the saf­ 
est, best place for storin g foods 
which are to be reheated for sec­ 
on d an d third serv in g s.

Now, just as engineers have told us how to operate 
in safety with our own lights, many experienced 
drivers have pointed out how to avoid trouble from 
other people’s lights. They say that all we have to do, 
when passing other cars at night, is to stop looking 
tt their light* and watch the right-hand side of the road. 
The truth of the matter is that night driving can be just as pleasant and 
ust as safe a* day driving. But we have to be more alert and more careful.

A shed 16 to 
20 feet wide

The insect parasite of

known as the screw worm or mag­ 
got that gets into fresh wounds 
and that causes serious losses to

We usually th in k of r e ­ 
heating a dish as m ore or less a 
troublesom e necessity caused by a 
later-com er to dinner, ra th e r than 
as i planned part of cooking rou­ 
tine. Food th at m ust be returned 
to the th e cooking unit for re ­ 
heating is associated unrom antic- 
ally w ith “ w arm -u p s” and “left* 
overs.” 
Dishes such as soups and stew s 
—an d the best exam ple of this is 
th e w ell-know n Irish S tew —a.’e 
really im proved in favor by re­ 
heating. afte r being stored for a 
tim e at tem p eratu res constant u n i 
cold enough to insure th e ir being 
kept fresh and sw eet. T here are 
m any other dishes w hich are as 
tasty and enjoyable afte r careful 
reheating 
w hen they w ere flr.it 
served. The hom em aker w ho lias 
discovered this saves herself hours 
of p re p -ra tio n tim e by 
m aking 
double i.nd even trip p le q u a n ti­ 
ties of 
soups, 
stew s, 
casserole 
dishes, and cooked vegetables, a rd 
storing the e x tra q u an tities in her 
refrig erato r to be 
reheated 
for

A dish should be reh eated ’. y 
the sam e m ethod by w hich it w as 
originally cooked. F or exam ple, a 
pot roast or stew should

Leaks In Flashing 
If a leak occurs around dorm ers
